To Alabama 

• LAST FRIDAY at a little past 
noon, three AFROTC cadets, I^en- 
ny Wineglas, Horace Davis, and 
Ivy Fitzwater, joined three mem- 
bers of the University’s AFROTC 
staff for a C-45 flight to Maxwell 
Air Force Base, Montgomery, Ala. 

Robert 
Shubert and Capt. William, Smith 
accompanied the cadets on the 
third of a series of practice flights 
and the first overnight hop. The 
six men returned at about 6 p.m. 
Saturday. 

Cadets at Controls 

The 770-mile trip took slightly 
over five hours, with each cadet 
having a chance to navigate and 
fly the twin-engine Boechcraft 
for an hour. In addition, they also 
charted the entire flight plan 
for the trip dowri hnd back. 

Arriving at Maxwell Field late 
in the afternoon, the cadets had 
Friday evening free, and stayed 
at the Bachelor Officers' Quarters 
for the night. Saturday morning, 
they assembled at the base and 
toured the base, getting a good 
look at the control tower, the 
weather station, the maintenance 
shops and the operational (logis- 
tics) desk.

On hie return flight, Wineglas, 
Davis and Fitzwater again re- 
ceived practical experience in 
handling the plane.

• CHRISTMAS IN LITHUANIA, many years agOj I 
I can almost hear the church bells solemnly^! 
sounding, the singing of Christmas carols. I see 
the illuminated windows and feel the frosty air, 
smell the fragrance of Christmas trees with wax 
candles, "though it was long, long ago. 

Good horses and comfortable sleighs were alwayj,-, 
the pride of the young Lithuanian, and at Chrisq. 
mas especially, every boy wanted to have his Ah 
perfect shape and condition, because sleigh-riding 
was one of the most favored entertainments. At 
this time the young people often arranged sleighing 
parties that were very romantic, animated and gay. 

On -Christmas' Eve, the children could not see th* 
tree while it was being prepared. The closed door 
was finally opened, and the Christmas Tree, gleam- 
ing and sparkling, appeared in all its glory. Then, 
in high spirits, they exchanged their congratula- 
tions. sang joyous Christmas songs and received 
their presents. It was the culmination of all their 
longing and delight. The supper was served arte* 
this cheering scene. 

Religions Ceremony 

The table was covered with a white tablecloth, 
beneath which a handful of hay was spread, so that 
everyone coaid feel a wisp under his plate, as a 
reminder of the manger at Bethlehem. 

When all were seated, the head of the family 
rose, said a prayer and distributed to all a kind 
of wafer. Every wafer was then broken in pieces; 
a little part of it was given to each person present 
at the meal. After this symbolic ceremony, the 
gayer part of the meal begun. 

It was the custom fo have nine to twelve differ- 
ent dishes, and in Catholic families they had to be 
prepared without meat, milk or butter, because of 
the fasting on Christmas five. One of the moat 
favored dishes was the nut-shaped cookies served 
with poppy and almond milk. They were called 
"shleesheekai.” 

In Protestant homes a roast duck or roast goose 
was one of the main traditional dishes oh Christ- 
mas Eve. 

Lighting' of Tree 

After the meal the family and their' guests gath- 
ered long at the lighted Christmas tree, and even 
the children were not sent to bed early that night. 

The next two days, December 25 and 26, were 
always holidays. The sleigh ride and the festivi- 
ties for the children -were usually arranged for 
them. , 

Thus passed Christmas in Lithuania?, for me ths 
loveliest holiday of the year.
